If a notice of foreign filing was not filed within 45 days of the date of "foreign filing," then the 
application became abandoned pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 122(b)(2)(B)(iii), and applicant should either file 
a petition to revive or notify the Office that the application is abandoned. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(f). Any 
such petition to revive will be forwarded to the Office of Petitions for a decision. Note that the filing of 
the petition will not operate to stay any period of reply that may be running against the application.
